Construction of a barn on the 
site is permissable, White said, 
because the land is classed as 
agricultural.

The History of North Parish of 
North Andover (1646-1974): ‘‘And 
Firm Thine Ancient Vow’’ by 
Juliet Haines Mofford is a history 
of the earliest church established 
in the Greater Lawrence’ area. 
The present edifice, across from 
the Common at North Andover’s 
Old Center dates from 1836. The 
church boasts a Paul Revere bell 


in its tower. 


For Andover’s first century, 
the North Parish church was the 
focal point of the Puritan com- 
munity: Because town meetings 
were held in the meeting house 
and church membership was re- 
quired in order to vote in town af- 
fairs, religion and politics were 
closely aligned. Organizing 
chapters around the 16 ministers 
who served North Parish, Mrs. 
Mofford traces the development 
of the church’s theology and 
social action, against the changes 
in local and national life. As she 
explains in her preface: 


“The history of the North 
Parish Church is always viewed 
in the light of the great and dis- 
turbing events of its time. For 
the local history of one organiza- 
tion does not develop in a 
vacuum, but is necessarily 
shaped by the background of an 
era.” 


Named Church Historian at 
North Parish in May, 1973, Mrs. 


Mofford began research in early 
town records, church archives, 
sermons, old letters, as well as 
published local histories and 
American church history. Inter- 
views with older church 
members who shared. their 
memories and scrapbooks, as 
well as newspapers on 
microfilm, provided materials 


_ for latter chapters. 


_ “I was not interested in who 
poured tea or served on what 
committees,’’ Mrs. Mofford said, 
“but always, in where North: 
Parish stood in the great social, 
political and theological issues of 
its times.’’ She stresses 
courageous, often unpopular 
stands taken by many ministers, 
from the era of witchcraft in the 
1690’s to the Civil Rights Move- 
ment. 


Thus, the book is a town 


- history, as well as the story of 


one North Andover church. There 
are sections on Andover’s settle- 
ment by Puritans who migrated 
from Old England to establish as 


‘City of God in the Wilderness”’ 
and descriptions of earlier 
church services and customs. 
There are chapters on witchcraft 
(41 members of the North Parish 
were arrested, three of which 
were hanged as practicing 
witches!); the splitting of the 
congregation to form South

the meeting which resulted in the 
legal split of Andover and North 
Andover held at North Parish 
Church in 1855. North Parish’s

ministers ‘Arid congregations to 
continually reevaluate their 
theology. 

Mrs. Mofford wrote the book in 


Spain, where she and her hus-: 


band spent the past two years 
teaching. Mr. Mofford, who was 
a member of the Andover High 
chool English Department for 
our years, resigned June, 1973, 
to accept a teaching position in 
Barcelona. The couple taught at 
The American School of Madrid. 
Their three youngsters, Eric, 
now 15 years, Lindsay, age 13 and 
Lauren, 8, attended both schools 
where their parents taught. 

Mrs. Mofford now laughs about 
“chasing my Revolutionary War 
notes around a hilltop in Spain, 
after a sudden Mediterranean 
breeze.’’ She recalls writing by 
candlelight wh2n electricity oc- 
casionally faiid, and trying to 
concentrate cn the parsonage 
fire of 1870, ‘‘tetween classes, 
“when everybody in the teachers’ 
room was arguing the latest 
bullfight in Spanish!’’ And final- 
ly, wrapping the completed draft 
in a Spanish travel poster “for 
want of brown paper”’ and mail- 
ing it ‘‘with a strange mixture of 
anxiety and relief.”’

‘Auld Lang Syne’ At The End Of The Line 


To the strains of ‘Auld Lang 
Syne’, Andover commuters 
offered farewells to their 
railroad breturen last Friday 
night as the once-a-day train 
service to the town came to an 
abrupt end. 


Earlier in the week the 
selectmen had decided not to 
continue the service, due to the 
costs of the service having 
already exceeded the ap- 
propriation by $10,000, and a 
forecast of $35,000 to continue 
the train for fiscal 1976-’77. 


The Andover Rail Committee 
(ARC) composed of devoted 
train commuters had agreed 
with the decision and the 
MBTA, which operates the ser- 
vice, announced on Wednesday 
that the train would no longer 
stop in Andover after the final 
run on Friday. 


The final run had already 
shown the effects of the cessa- 
tion of service. 


Many of those who generally 
were among the train’s ad- 
vocates, and who daily boarded 
at either Shawsheen, Andover 
or Ballardvale, had already. 
made other arrangements for 
the daily trek to and from 
Boston. 


One of the two Budd cars was 
pretty well filled, the other only 
partially. 


Prior to Boston departure, 
Cindy Zollner, daughter of Atty. 
Robert S. Zollner, who headed 
the Andover committee, 
presented flowers to the crew 
in appreciation for their efforts. 


North Station, once 
somewhat magnificent but now 
quite run down in appearance, 
was bustling with activity as 
hundreds of commuters headed 
for their trains between 4:30 
and 5:30 p.m. 


Among them were the An- 
dover riders heading out ‘to 
Track 7, passing by peanut ven- 
dors and a man selling flowers. 


Before boarding there were a 
number of picture taking 
sessions, with the conductors 
Dave Farrell and George 
Masters “and also with 
Engineers Paul Abbot and 
Richard Bedell. 


The demise of the run to An- 
dover was reviewed among the 
commuters and with the 
railroad men, 


There was an air of optimism 
that train service would return 
some day, but general agree- 
ment that it could not continue 
at present town subsidy levels, 
increasing annually. 


Warren Lewis, another 
strong member of ARC, and 
David Floreen, discussed 
possibility of the train still run- 
ning to Oak Bluffs, with a shut- 
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wonders about his trip to 
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tle service from there to the 
North Station. 


For others, there was indeci- 
sion as to what to do on Mon- 
day. 


John Witham, a train rider 
for 50 years from Andover, was 
unsure of what he would do. He 
said he did not relish the bus 
ride, but would have to decide 
before Monday. 


Charles Hodges, who has 
been riding to and from Boston 
from the Shawsheen station 
since 1928, said he would 
probably join “‘the boys”’ and go 
to Lawrence to pick up the 
train. Mr. Hodges was in the 
midst of the evening card game 
with Vahey Gulezian and a cou- 
ple of other riders, a regular 
form of railroad recreation for 
the group. 


As the train left Ballardvale 
Station, Bob Zollner led a small 
aroun 
car in singing ‘Auld Lang 
Syne’’, and there was general 
handshaking between the An- 
dover group and those going on 
to Lawrence and Haverhill, as 
the Buddliner approached its 
final stop at the Andover sta- 
tion. 


A few more picture taking 
sessions and a kiss or two for 
the conductors, and a blast 
from the horn signalled the B. 
and M.’s final farewell to the 
Andover station and headed for 
a dubious future down the line. 


Andover had generated over 
half the daily ridership on the 
train which originates in 
Haverhill. 


With the riders gone, and the 
town’s share of the expenses 
dropped, Lawrence and 
Haverhill are now left with a 
decision of whether or not to 
continue to subsidize the train. 


Haverhill officials have in- 
dicated that they would 
probably withdraw their sup- 
port if Andover dropped off. 
The decision would then be left 
to Lawrence, thus the possibili- 
ty exists that there soon could 
be no passenger trains at all in 
the area. 


Ironically, agreement had 
been-reached within the week 
by MBTA officials to purchase 
the track to the New 
Hampshire line from the B. and 
M. 


Monday morning, a few 
travelled to Lawrence, some to 
Reading to continue their train 
riding, while others took the 
Trombly bus to and from the 
Hub. Trombly had placed ad- 
ditional coaches on the Boston 
run during the heavy commuter 
hours.

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A Couple of Train 
Rides of importance

Despite having had many train rides from here to 
Boston and back, two particular ones will stand out in 
memory, even though they happen to be separated by a 
span of about 35 years. 

The first was that initial trip as a mere youngster and 
hosted by Uncle John. The final run was last Friday on 
the last passenger train to Andover. 

The first one, of course, was memorable because at 
an impressionable age which I can’t accurately 
designate, my turn had arrived to make the trip with 
John Dugan, who was freight agent for the Wabash 
Railway at the New England office, 80 Federal St., 
Boston. He made the commuter run daily from An- 
dover. 

On the particular day we had walked along Maple 
Avenue, down Elm Street to Essex to the station to 
meet the 7:11 to Boston. We had arrived in sufficient 
time for a doughnut and a cup of coffee at the station 
before the engine came steaming up to the platform, 
then crowded with commuters. 

I know I was quite young, because those were the days 
when drinking coffee under the age of 18 was sure to 
stunt your growth, a medical fable John knew then was 
wrong, and I have since proved him right. 

Environmental protection was unheard of in those 
days, which was obvious from the thick black smoke 
pouring out of the steam locomotive which ground to a 
halt just beyond the station itself and the passenger 
cars stretched about half way to the Tyer Rubber plant. 


We headed straight for 
the smoker, where John 
immediately ignited his 
ever-present cigar and 
proceeded to introduce 
me to the rest of the 
‘‘gang’’. 

The commuter 
special, then one of 
three running between 
Haverhill and Boston, 
between 7 and 8 a.m., 
chugged along the tracks 
stopping at the ’Vale, 
Lowell Junction, 
Reading, Wakefield, 
Melrose,. Malden and 
eventually reaching 
North Station at about 8 
a.m. 


The Young 
Commuter 


After a second cup of coffee at one of the many lunch 
counters at the North Station, it was on to the Federal 
street office for the day. 

To understand what transpired the rest of the day, one 
would have to know John, who could best be described 
as the kind of uncle from whom, if you wished for 
something publicly, it was generally forthcoming in a 
reasonable amount of time. 

On that particular day I picked up a new baseball 
glove and ball to go with it (probably would have had a 
bat too, but for the dangers of lugging it home on the 
train). This was following a healthy lunch at a down- 
town Boston restaurant. 

The trip home by train, via a local, was also enjoyed 
in the smoker featuring conversation with the conduc- 
tors and the gang, reviewing the day’s adventures. 

Then on home to North Andover in John’s 1936 
Plymouth, which never went over 40 MPH in all the 
years he owned it, which was about 30. 


Recounting the events of the day to my mother, 
John’s sister, I recall she was outwardly shocked, but 
I'm sure she approved of the dietary exploits, the sitting 


in the smoker and the obtaining of the baseball equip- 


ment. 


I’m pretty sure the shock was a facade, because John 
and my father laughed a lot about the whole thing in a 
corner of the kitchen. 


Those thoughts were carried with me last Friday as I 
boarded the final run from Boston to Andover on the B. 
and M., under the direction of the MBTA. 


Paul Abbot, B. and M. senior engineer on the line, in-- 


vited me to sit in the cab, satisfying a hidden desire 
since that first train ride. : 
But it was.a lot different. 
There were only two Budd cars, neither one was full. 
Up front, Engineer Abbot was saying how things were 


different. 
He’s been on the line for 36 years and recalled when 


‘there were 500 engineers on the line, now about 200. 
In the particular route we were on, special extra sec- _ 


tions used to roll over the rails to Portland, Maine daily, 
he said. 

“Stops like this one we’ll be going by in Wilmington 
were jammed with people every day,’’ Abbot said. 

Earlier, he had apologized for the slowness of the 
ride, but a Lowell commuter had gone out two minutes 
ahead, and he had to wait for signals in order to pick up 
proper switching. : 

“This is some of the nicest scenery you’ll see along a 
railroad,’’ Abbot said, once the Buddliner had passed 
the Boston yards. 

Up around Wilmington, the train stopped to await the 
throwing of a switch manually which would put us on 
the Andover rails. Richard Bedell, the other engineer, 
explained that the train was now off the central 
switching which is located in Winchester. 

“It was put in Winchester because it was a prestige 
thing when there were a lot of trains running,’’ Bedell 
noted. 

A wave of the hand signalled the switch was thrown 
and a blast of the horn by Bedell acknowledged we were 
on our way once again, this time heading into Andover. 

Asked about the roadbed, both Abbot and Bedell 
agreed it was good. ‘‘Very good iron here, probably 
better than some other routes,’’ Abbot said as we ap- 
proached ‘‘double iron’’ - two sets of tracks - coming up 
on Lowel! Junction. 

‘“‘Over there to the left is where we’d go to Worcester 
and on to Mechanicsville, N.Y.,’’ Abbot said. To the 


right, at the junction, was another set of tracks which 


used to carry the Andover commuter through Reading 
to Boston. 

A panel truck beat the train at a crossing where the 
blinkers had signalled a stop. The driver will never 
know the classification given him by the engineers. 

Soon the train began to slow for its final stop in 
Ballardvale. 

‘‘Well, this is it for the ’Vale,’’ Bedell said. 

“It’s a damn shame,’’ Abbot responded. 

In a matter of minutes the same commentary accom- 
panied the final stop at the Andover station, now board- 
ed up in part, occupied by small business in other sec- 
tions. 

Somewhere between that first ride 35 years ago and 
the last one on Friday, rail transit slipped away, more 
than youthful.memories. 

And, I have to agree, it’s a damn shame.

The Best Of All Possible Worlds

The Massachusetts town meeting is a 
phenomenon which Joseph Zimmerman describes 
in his monograph as a tenacious institution - ‘‘It is 
the distinguishing feature of town government and 
is sanctioned by the Constitution of the Com- 
monwealth adopted in 1780.’’ To describe it as 
“tenacious” is something of an understatement 
considering a fact of history..‘‘The open town 
meeting which developed as a primary assembly of 
freemen during the 1630’s remains fundamentally 
(he same today - - its trappings have changed little. 
The development of the finance committee as a 
valuable adjunet to the town meeting represents 
the most important change in the town meeting 
structure - - .” : 

Andover's population growth in the last twenty 
years has been spectacular, but not unlike that of 
Inany other communities. This growth annually 
raises serious questions about the ‘‘open’’ town 
meeting - Andover’s system - as a form of govern- 
ment capable of coping with the new dynamics of a 
larger and more transient population. Yearly, plans 
are made to bury the ‘‘open’’ town meeting but the 
subject refuses to be still, not only twitching but 
showing remarkable signs of vigor. In a short series 
of articles it would be presumptuous to attempt to 
xive a definitive answer to the question of changing 
Andover’s form of government. If the change com- 
cs it will have to be a result of a crisis of some sort 
leading to a convulsion, and the town, at least for 
{he moment, does not appear to be headed toward a 
crisis,‘social, financial, or political. About the most 
we can accomplish is to take a look at the history of 
the town meeting in Andover and in Massachusetts, 
what its prespects are for survival, and what its 
peculiar charm is for Andover citizens. 

Are we looking at an exercise in pure democracy, 
as its protagonists hold, or-is it an exercise in futili- 
ly, as it is in the opinion of its detractors? Each 
year at town meeting time the political leaves 


heyin to rustle and the debate about ‘‘open’’ or 
‘limited or representative’ town meeting begins 
again, It is curious to note that the arguments 
revolve around the two types of town meeting 
although there are other forms of government 
available to communities which desire change. 
Town meeting form is indeed ‘‘tenacious’’. One of 
the forces at work to block change is surely simple 
inertia. The “open” town meeting, despite its ob- 
vious drawbacks, works, at least in Andover. The 
town business does get done - not as expeditiously 
as one might hope, perhaps, but it does get done. If 
there is to be a change it ought to be a change for 
the better, and up to this point no one has been able 
to argue the case for change. In the final analysis 
tight shoes are better than no shoes. The switch to 
the town manager form was brought about only by 
the concerted efforts of a sizeable number of peo- 
ple. Much of the debate over this change centered 
on ‘‘centralized’’ purchasing and placing the day to 
day affairs of the town in the hands of 
professionals. These were matters of substance, 
and matters about which voters could, and still do, 
have strong opinions. About the most serious 
charges levelled against the present system is that 
it is time consuming (yes), it is undemocratic (let’s 
take a look), and unwieldy (whatever that means). 
Later we shall examine in some detail these 
charges and some other popularly cherished 
notions about the Andover system. 

But to return to the town manager form it is not 
difficult to argue that this is also an appropriate 
way in which to conduct the affairs of the town, but 
it is not so easy to demonstrate that Andover is 
dramatically better off under this system than it 
was under the old. Memory does not always serve 
but town government seems to run along about the 
way it always did. There are complaints about the 
selectmen; the school committee shadow box each 
other and sundry educational problems; someone 
thinks the firemen and the police should do more, or 
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better, or differently; the various” boards are 
always busy thwarting the will of the ‘‘people’’. But 
the tax rate remains relatively stable; the streets 
are comparatively clean and safe; 100% of the fires 
get put out; the kids pass through the school 
system: and even the senior citizens seem to be get- 
ling a square shake. There just seems to be 
something for everyone. 

There was a piece of folk wisdom floating around 
a few years ago and it went something like this: 
“Roosevelt (Franklin D.) proved anyone could be 
President, Harry Truman proved it didn’t make 
any difference who was President, and ‘‘Ike’’ 
l“isenhower proved we didn’t need a President.’’ 
Perhaps in Andover it wouldn’t make much 
difference what form of government we had. It 
would still be pretty good - unspectacular, but pret- 
ty good. Generally our elected and appointed office 
holders are able, industrious, and of good intent. 
But if they encompass these admirable virtues, 
they also embody some very human foibles - ambi- 
tion, vanity, a taste for power, a dash of arrogance, 
and a pinch of the “‘insolence of office.’’ These 
things create problems with the system but they 
are merely cosmetic - somewhat like acne on an 
otherwise healthy adolescent - not particulary at- 
tractive but hardly a sign of a debilitating disease. 
A soothsayer has said, ‘‘Where two or more are 
gathered at will they will form a political faction.”’ 
Government can be a dull business without a few 
true villains and, alas, for better of for worse, real 
villains are a rare species in Andover. People en- 
joyed ‘The Perils of Pauline’ - There was always a 
good villain to hate. 

Ilowever, though things might be worse, they 
might also be better, and if there are signs of ter- 
mites in the house there are probably termites in 
the house, and there are signs of termites around 
the town meeting house. Whether the governmental 
timbers are in grave danger is another question.

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WASHINGTON — We’ve 
received several complaints 
from parents whose youngsters 
have been thrown into foreign 
jails on drug charges. We've in- 
vestigated some of these com- 
plaints, and we don’t like what 
we've learned. 

The ugly truth is that young 
Americans are being locked up 
around the world, often without 
cause. In many countries, they 
have been beaten and abused. 
Their belongings have been 
seized. And they have been sub- 
jected to threats and extortion. 

There’s no question about it. 
We've received letters smuggled 
out of the prisons. We've ex- 
amined dozens of State Depart- 
ment cables on the subject. 
Finally, we went to Mexico to 
talk to Americans behind bars. 

But that isn’t the worst of the 
story. These young Americans 
were set up by their own 
government. Here are the 
details: 

Back in 1971, President Nixon 
issued urgent orders to top the 
flow of drugs into the United 
States. There’s no question this 
was a serious problem. He 
singled out 60 major drug 
trafficking nations for special 
pressure. 

The State Department, the 
Drug Enforcement Administra- 
tion, even the Central In- 
telligence Agency began bear- 
ing down on these governments.

U. S. Youths in Foreign Prisons 
Set Up by Their Own Government

As one source put it, “You can't 
believe the pressure we put on 
the other governments to stop 
the dope traffic.” 

The pressure was accom- 
panied with financial offers. This 
year alone, the United States is 
pumping over $45 million into 
foreign narcotics agencies. The 
US. also began stationng DEA 
men in foreign countries. At this 
moment, 227 American narcotics 
agents are scattered through 41 
nations. 

Gradually, the foreign 
authorities began to cooperate. 
But unfortunately, they picked 
up few major smugglers. In- 
stead, they cracked down on 
young people, many of them 
Americans, who were suspected 
of drug use. 

Today, there are more than 
3,000 U.S. citizens in foreign jails. 
And each day, a dozen more are 
slammed behind bars. State 
Department sources have 
acknowledged that most Ameri- 
cans who have been arrested on 
drug charges are completely in- 
nocent or are carrying only a lit- 
tle pot for their personal use. 
Their arrests are unreasonable 
by American standards. 

But because of the pressure 
from Washington to break up the 
narcotics trade, to quote another 
source, “an American kid in a 
foreign country has become an 
easy mark.” He may spend years 
in a stark, filthy, overseas jail.

Jordan Funding 
Hits Raytheon 


A temporary suspension in 
the manufacture of the Hawk 
missile for the Jordanian 
government has had its impact 
on the Andover Raytheon plant. 

Raytheon/Andover is the 
prime missile manufacturer 
and the suspension caused 
through funding problems of the 
Jordanian government, has 
resulted in some layoffs at the 
Lowell street plant. 

A company spokesman said 
this week that about 50 
employees had been effected to 
date. But the firm is evaluating 
the potential effect if the con- 
tract with Jordan is cancelled. 

Missile work is also done at 
Raytheon’s Bedford and 
Waltham plants. 

A U.S. Army spokesman has 


indicated that manufacture of 
the missiles for Jordan would 
go forward, but there may be 
some daly in the funding 
arrangements, which could 
cause some problems along the 
way. It was also indicated that 
a long, drawn out process is not 
anticipated in working out the 
problems. 

It is believed that the Jorda- 
nian government in need of 
more time than anticipated in 
making funding arrangements 
for the contract. Saudi Arabia 
had offered to pay $350 million 
for development of the missiles 
for Jordan, but government 
leaders in Jordan apparently 
are seeking either additional 
funding or additional air- 
defense components.

There is in truth the nagging question of sagging 
attendance at town meeting, and unless there is 
some hot issue up for debate there is difficulty 
liclding a quorum, and the fact that it is a com- 
monplace does not make it any less true. Several 
studies have been done on this subject, including 
one by the present town manager. The statistics are 
depressing if you are one who is easily depressed by 
statistics. Attendance at town meeting has ranged 
from a low of 3.5% to a high of 15.2% according toa 
study of the years ‘71 through ’74, with the ‘‘highs”’ 
representing ‘“‘hot issue’’ sessions. But we can’t 
always have a Raytheon, a Hewlett-Packard, or a 
Doherty renovation. Government can be dull stuff. 
On the other hand if you accept a quorum figure of 
350 as appropriate for the conduct of town business, 
you are agreeing in principle that 5% approximate- 
ly is an appropriate fraction of the registered 
voters for this purpose. There seems to be an in- 


herent contradiction in the concept of the 350 


quorum figure and the notion that a 6 or 8% atten- 
dance at town meeting is ‘‘undemocratic’’. But 
clearly raising the quorum will increase the dif- 
ficully of doing the town’s business, and it is 
questionable whether or not it would increase the 
level of participation. Eliminating it entirely would 
remove the hazard of an adjourned meeting 
because of a lack of quorum, but it would not 
guarantee a higher level of interest or a more 


democratic system. 


But quite possible democracy is not simply a 
numbers game. There may be currents running 
here that have litle to do with arithmetic. Generally 
speaking democratic systems world wide are in dis- 
array, and if it is true, as Winston Churchill said, 
‘Democracy is the worst form of government, ex- 
cept tor all the others,”’ it is likewise true that it is 
on the way to becoming the rarest. Few will argue 
with the proposition that it is the most difficult to 
Operate, but overall it probably gives the widest 
latitude of political expression to the greatest 
number under the most varying of conditions, while 
being the firmest guarantor of the maximum of 


possible human freedom

elementary school comple- 
ment. 

They would have been replac- 
ed by one speech and hearing 
diagnostician, and Seifert had 
contended that corrective ac- 
tivities could be performed by 
trained staff persons or by out- 
side services on a fee basis. 

Speech people present, 
however, indicated that correc- 
tive therapy would be practical- 
ly ‘‘nil’’ and that the diagnosti- 
cian was simply that - - a 
diagnostician. 

The crowd also seemed to 
favor the keeping of the com- 
munity resource coordinator, 
Claus Dengler. 

Seifert said that Dengler’s 
job in providing interns and out- 
side speakers to Andover 
schools was a ‘‘worthwhile’”’ 
one, but not so vital in terms of 
priorities as some of the others. 
Dengler himself said it would 
be hard to imagine any 
program that could reach more 
students a day than his. 

The committee agreed to 
keep Dengler, while abolishing 
the job of early childhood 
educator. They said their prime 
responsibility was for 
youngsters in grades K through 
12, and the early childhood 
educator has been working with 
three to five-year-olds. 

While the Bancroft resource 
room teacher had also been 
helpful, Seifert said, it was ‘‘not 
reasonable’’ to have such a 
position at one elementary 
school, and not at the other five. 
That teacher, he sdid, worked 
primarily with youngsters with 
learning difficulties. 

The original plan of the 766 
program here, Seifert said, 
called for the cutback of core 
evaluation team members once 
the program got underway. 
Tuesday’s action cuts the teams 
back from six to four. 

The home economics teacher 
will be resigning this year 
anyway, Seifert explained, so 
there will be no displacement of 
personnel in that department. 


Tax Rate Revisited 


Chairman George Olesen had 
prefaced the presentation with 
a review of the committee’s 
money situation - - noting that 
the budget struck by the school 
committee last week 
represents an increase of more 
than $700,000 over the current 
budget. The committee had 
been trying, he said, to hold toa 
zero tax rate growth. 

Now, he said, Seifert had 
recommended some new 
positions. 

Seifert called it ‘‘one of the 
most difficult meetings I’ve had 
in my life,’ and said that the 
town was at a ‘‘turning point.”’ 

“T think reality is needed 
here,’’ he said, ‘‘because we’re 
not keeping pace.” 

He blamed -the ‘‘extremely 
pluralistic’’ nature of the town 


of Andover for the changing 
programs of the past 11 years 
that have kept school children 
“on a roller coaster while 
‘we as educators have been put 
in a meat grinder - - going this 


way a while and then that 
way 


He said that loss of 40 pupils 
will help ease the overcrowding 
in the high school. 

“Am I to assume,’”’ Com- 
mitteeman Joseph Finn asked, 
“that the problem is not as 
severe at the junior high 
level?”’ 

Griggs said he felt the popula- 
tion would peak out next year in 
the junior highs, and that the 
problem wasn’t as severe 
because there were two schools 
to absorb the overage. 

Seifert estimated it will cost 


He hoped his plan would 
reduce the ‘‘chaos,”’ and said it 
was his responsibility no 
matter how tight the tax 
dollars, to recommend new 
programs he felt necessary. 

He said he thought the Town 
could afford another $1 on the 
tax rate, - - to provide new 
positions and keep the old. 

Former Chairman Frank 
Griggs objected that ‘‘Seifert

Positions Seifert had re- 
quested, which were denied by 
the committee, included five 
physical education teachers, 
the speech and hearing 
diagnostician, an elementary 
school math advisor, a teacher 
for a gifted and talented student 
program, two and a half ad- 
ditional secondary academic 
teachers, and a federal projects 
coordinator. 

Seifert said that the town now 
gets approximately $150,000 
from federal programs, but 
that the total could go up to 
$250,000 or $300,000, if a full- 
time person were working on 
the proposals. 

The math advisor, he said, 
would insure consistency and 
articulation in the math 
program. He said the com- 
mittee had placed much 
emphasis on math, but now one 
person is needed to pull it all 
together, at the elementary 
level. 

We have a tremendous 
number of pupils with high IQ’s 
who are achieving high levels 
but are beginning to regress. 
The system is weighted the 
other way, he said, with the 766 
program for youngsters with 
special needs. 

Griggs said it was the school 
committee’s responsibility to 
provide additional challenges 
for the gifted, and called the 
proposal ‘‘a rich man’s 766.”’

Seifert said 
the teacher-pupil ratio in art 
was one to 500, and that some of 
the teachers have no time off 
except 30 minutes for lunch - - 
much less the planning time 
‘specified in the contract. 

Seifert said the additional 
teachers might bring the 
elementary pupil’s average art 
instruction up from 17% hours a 
year to 18 hours a year. 

On the motion for two school 
adjustment counselors, and to 
abolish the five and a half 
elementary guidance people, 
Olesen said he would vote ‘“‘no”’ 
because of prior experience 
with school adjustment 
counselors.

John McCusker, president of 
the Andover Federation of 
Teachers, called the plan 
“hastily conceived and ill 
though out,”’ and recommended 
rejection of the entire list of 
new positions.
